But fire bosses .said fhcy hoped 
precipitation predicted for Idaho on 
Wednesday would turn to snow in the 
mountainous area and extinguish the 
blaze.

Place said woolly worms and maple trees 
arc not to be trusted; only Ihe cycles of Ihe 
land have an accurate role In folklore 
weather forecasting, he savs. 



His prediction: Another mild winlcr 

Bui Marvin Strope, a professor of earth 
science at the College of Southern Idaho, 
disgrccs with all three predict Ions, 

"There's no validity lo it," he said Monday, 
referring to ihc various folklore forecasts. 

Even for professional mcleorologists, 
lon£.-tcrnLwcatl)crJorccasUnfiJs.xislij:^says_. 
Strope. 

"With the present stale of Ihe art, Il's Just a 
guess, nothing more." 

However, Strope does have his own 
forecast, one that reflects his philosophy: "It 
will get colder as winter approaches and 
warmer as summer approaches." 



Nov. thai seems like a safe forecast, one 
that wouldn't have to be run through a 
computer to verify,- although Strope could do 
lhat, too. He also teaches courses In computer 
science. 

Still, TackctI, EQ. said shaggy wooly worms 
have never lied. 
"I've only pne nr Iwn, htil lhal^5_ 

enough." said Tackett, who lives on Bumtown 
Holler Road in Glvens. Ohio, population 50. 
"Their hair Is thick and solid, and that means 
an early fall and a hard, long winter. 

"Com shucks arc heavier this' year than 
usual, and that's not goodeither." 
Frymlre, of Irvlngton, Ky„ thinks his 



Japanese maple tree Is much more reliable, 
provided one uses some special foreciistmg 
techniques. 

"I check the bark, any mold and fungus on 
the bark, the leaves and sccdpods, and 
thermometers In the heart of the tree." he 
said. "I have one outside the trw, anolhcr in 
_ the_trec'sj)cart and two al Ihc base checklnE 
grounfflemperalureatrand'flnches." ■ 

Frymlre said his prognosticating tree m- 
dlcatcs thai Nashville, Tenn., will gel its first 
snow Nov. 29 and receive 9 inches for it}^ 
season. He said that Saull Ste, Mane, Mich . 
will receive Its first snow Oct. 5 and receive 
133 Inches for the winter.

As ordinary legislation it needs only a 
simple majority In Congress and the 
signature of the president to become 
law. but some scholars have raised 
doubts as to Its constitutionality. 

The Senate Judiciary Commllec's 
Separation of Powers subcommittee 
approved the "human -life" bill in 
June but agreed to withhold further 
action until Hatch, who Is chairman of 
the Judiciary Constitution subcm- 
mltlcc. considered constitutional 
amendments banning abortion.

"The president can Jawbone the 
bankers," said Hatfield. "We have 
Jawboned' alrihies. steel mills, the 
aulo lndur'*7 and a lot of major 
sectors of our cconumy.

Reagan will tell the New York 
bankers that" Republican success In 
the 1982 congressional. elcctiona._wUi_.

interest rate, said Hatfield. 



"We are still dealing with an east- 
em financial institution power base 
that is dominant over the U.s. 
economy," said Hallield, - . 

Lowering the cost of borrowing 
money would have a dramatic effect 
on the Northwest's dqjressed housing 
and timber Industries, as well as on 
retail businesses, 

"OreRon's economy has never been 
In worse shape in my " memory." 
added Hatfield, who i;ftumcd on 
Tuesday from a four-day tour of the 
state. "I've never seen it so low. It's a 
depression. 

"When I went out lo the Oregon 
coast and lo Portland, statewide 
unemployment was at 9,3 percent, ft 
iB-now between lO.and ii percent, a 
._miu:kcd rise in that.sJiori pcriod-of^ 
lime. Of course^ that doesn't tell tlie 
full picture, because It's 30 to 40 



pcrucDl unemployment hi some of the 
mili towns," 

Hatfield compared the state's cur- 
rent economic situation with the re- 
cession of 1958. which occurred while 
he was governor of Oregon. "Then we 
heard about small mills closing," he 
sbUL-"Now it's Uw ttosabu^ Lumber - 
Co., the largest indepeodent. It's also 
Wgerhaeufierr Georgia Pacific and 
-fjouIilBha Pacific- that are closing 
Uieir mills or tayhig down for three 
days out of nve." 

A decline in tbe interest rates would 
affect tbe region's economy, Hatfield 
said, "because If you can set a drop In 
Interest rates of from 3 to 4 percent- 
age points, you ora gohig to see a real 
Increase In home building again and 
Improvement In the llml^r Industry. 
Tbe . dcmand^^^ter- houslnig haa_not . 
diminished one bit during this period 
of slow growth." 



Despite his prediction of a decline In 
Interest rates, Hatfield went on to 
offer some sobering predictions about 
the nation's ccooomie and social 

climate. 

"Even if Interest rates begin to drop 
by the end of the year, I wouldn't want 
to convey someluw the klea that we- 
are out of tbe woods if that were to 
occur," tie said. "We have not yet felt 
the f uU impact of tbe reductions of the 
non-defense programs — the social 
Impact those budget cuts are going to 
create, I think we're fortunate to have 
gome ttirough the summer we've gone 
through with the high unempkiyment 
among blacks and other minorities. 

"I still think the social fabric of this 
country will have a very wrenching 
experience. There may be emergency 
-measures. We-may-Jiave to makc- 
expeodiCura in ceftalh areas lo re- 
ceplurc some of tbe losses suffered 



from budget cuts in social programs. 

"Another negative pro^i is the 
tax bill, which is Hipposed to produce 
the capital to revive the economy. 
That Is just not going to happen. 
People are going to use their Im- 
proved tax situations to ball out of 
thclrtncreascdlndebledncss^and "de-" 
ferrals of spending. Thai money la not 
going to end up In savings and loan 
Institutions." 

Hatfield predlcte'd Impending 
bankruptcies among savings and loan 
Institutions. "How they have hung on 
this long Is amazing," he said. 

The senator also anticipates a ma- 
jor corporate bankruptcy that will be 
laid at the government's door lor a 
ball-out.

Most of those who will lose 
benefits will be the "working poor" - 
but the government snld they Include 
families with Incomes of S20.000 a 
year. ■ — — 

An estimated 4«i.000 families out of . 
X9 mUllonon-lhojiid.rolls-wlll-lose-all- 
thelr_benemB and 279,000 will lose 
some benefits," according" lo"""lho " 
Health and Human Services De- 
partment. Benefits will be Increased 
tor about 16,000. 

The new rules, which take effect 
Oct. 1. iirc the result of changes 
Congress made in the program In this 
summer's budget legislation. 

The department said SSB.ooo of 
those who will bse benefits are above 



poverty-level Income. 

The rules Include a celling tor the 
first time on the amount ofi gross 
income a family may receive and still 
qualify for assistance. The celling Is 
IfiO percent of a state's "standard of 
need" — or poverty level — and will 
vary from oncst ate to anoihcrr 

The rules also lower the amo-Jnt of 
Income that is disregarded— tir" 
calculating benefits for a working 
welfare recipient. The "disregard" is 
supposed to provide anjnccntive to 
work. , 

Also added to the definition of 
Income-are-one-shot-payments-sucli- 
as inheritances, stop-parent income 
except alimony and child support, and 
some food stamp or housing subsidies 
that duplicate family aid. Recipients 
are now required to report their 
Incomes monttdy. 

The rules allow stales to establish 
"workfare" programs under which 
recipients are required to lake puhllcl 
servlco jobs to qualify for benefits.

Most of those who will lose 
benefits will be the "working poor" - 
but thcTtovenimeni said they Include' 
fam!lles-with^in»mcs-or S20,ooo a" 
year.

The new rules, which take effect

Al-Kital accused Israel of various 
crimes including killing an Egyptian 
physicist working on Iraq's nuclear 
program, threatening to kill Iraqi 
scientists and sabotaging Iraqi 
equipment being shipped from 
France In 1979. 

After the June 7 raid that destroyed 
Iraq's Osirak nuclear plant near 
Baghdad, the a^ member IAEA board 
of governors voted 29-2 with three 
abstentions to consider expelling 
Israel from the agency. 
- As a board member, AI-Kital guided 
the resolution.

But tx)ih the students and the host 
families find the lofty ideals behind 
the pcoRrams sometime collide with 
questionable practices In an un- 
regulated industry. 

There is no central fiovernment or. 
private clearind' house to provide 
-Information on exchange student 
programs, so no one knows exactly 
how many students arc involved. 

But il-is-cstimaled-thoro-may t)c 
hundreds of firms brinfiing tens of 
thousands of hl^^i-school-agc students 
into this country for academic-year 
and'summer"progr.ams — , atl made" 
possible by the Rood will and hospi- 
tality of American families who pro- 
vide free board and lodging to the 
younfjstcrs from abroad. 

Alleged abuses range from students 
arrivinR without an assigned home, as 
they were promised beforehand, to, 
sexual impropriety by Ihose re- 
sponsible for them in the United 
States. 

Another question raised by critics is 
whether the firms arc making profits 
at the expense of the ho.st families, 
whose hospitality includes free board 
andjodging^

"Wc have, a real problem here," 
says Jim Kelman of the International 
Communication Agency. "While there 
are many programs thai offer the 
service and do it well ... there are 
others who arc either unscrupulous, 
poorly administered or worse. ' ' 

Kelman is deputy chief of the ICA's 
exchange visitor program, the only 
Rovernment arm with any control 
over such programs, and lis leverage" 
is minimal. 

Twenty-five nonprtfll programs 
are dcsicnafod as mociing the ICA's 



for their students. 

Moreover, ICA dcstgnalion is no 
guarantee of satisfaction. For exam- 
ple. International Cultural Exchange 
was a huRO program in the early 
1970s, wlth*^bout 2,400 students during 
1974-75. But the non profit designated 
firm folded in 1976, stranding 
hundreds of children thousands of 
tnlles from home. 

■" All programs are made possible by 
the willingness of American families 
to host fol-eign youngsters. They dn- 
" nato their time,- room and board — 
" The cosi foi* a host family varies, 
based on what It wants to provide in 
addition to food; and how much spcn- 
dinR money the student gels from 
"home. They arc not paid, but can 
deduct $50 a month on their income 

tjx returns. _ ^ 

Cynthia and GeorRc Cohen of 
Pembroke Pines, Fla., near

name from her home town oi imi. 
Vernon, N.Y., sometimes Is called 
"the first lady of mall order" because

scratch. 

"Many mail order hu.';lnesscs last 
for years but only a few succeed In 
becoming Inslitutionaltifd." she said. 
"Success really dcjicnds on good taste 
_nnd_.cnlrcprciicurlal_(alcnl._ and 
willingness^ to travel a lot looking for 
unique or exclusive "merchandise to 
market," 

Ms. Vernon, who Is Mrs, Lillian 
Kalz in private life, still spends at 
least IG weeks each year traveling in 
Europe and the Orient and from coast 
to coast in the United Stales. 
She goes to a lot of trade fairs and 
—showsrand" visits hundreds' ofmanu-" 
facturcrs. Her two sons in the busi- 
ness, Fred and David Hockberg. trav- 
el a lot too, and so do several execu- 

tiv ccmployecs. 

One mignrhave the notion that a 
lady who has been such a success in 
business should have the aura of a 
dynamo or a bombshell. Instead. Ms. 
— Vcrnon-sccms-vcry-mudi like most 
people's preconceived image of a 

housewife. 

The label housewife arouses vary- 
ing degrees of disdain in many of 
today's emancipated women but It 
was the desire to become a housewife 
' thai got Ms. Vernon started on the 
road to success, 

Shu had held Jobs since graduating 
In psycholoRj' from New York Univer- 
sity but in 1951, with one small son to 
care for and another baby on the way. 
she decided she would have to slay al 
home for a few years. So she began a 



careful search tor the ..business . to 
operate from her hoiisc with the best 
profit polcntlBl. 

"I decided, that mail order undoubt- 
edly was it," she explains. 

She had about S2,000 in capita! and 
found a good supplier of ladies' 
handbags and belts. This was a busi- 
ness she knew about because her 
father had been In it successfully after 
coming to the United States as a 
refugee from Leipzig In Hitler's 



■Germany.' 

She designed a matching set of belt 
and .bog ond riskcd $493 of her. slander, 
capital on an ad in Seventeen maga- 
zine. -Ii-gencrated-si6;ooo Insalesin" 
six weeks. She promptly 
readvcrtised. 

Riglit here she became aware of the 
excitement and risk in mail order, A 
huge response to an offering can lead 
eiihci:lo_triumphanUucccs5^or_io_ 
ruin- "You have to try to fill any 
unexpected flood of orders," she said, 
"and if you ciun't know where to get 
the additional merchandise at rea- 
sonable cost, you can lose your shirt, 
But If you play your cards riRhl, 

you're on your way." 

She said nearly every successful 
business has to face this sort of crisis, 
at liomc'timc or other. 

The growth of Ms. Vernon's busi- 
ness was steady at first rather than 
meteoric. She says that was the case 
with mail order in general in the 
"Unlfed" States until the business-was- 
given a tremendous lift by a number 
of social changes in the 1970s that 
made all forms of home shopping 
attractive to millions. 

These changes included the high 
prices and shortage of gasolino. thc 
growing number of working wives 
who didn't want to give up their 
evenings and days off to go shopping, 
and changing residential pallcrns. 

On top of that, she says, people 
became more and more aware that 
you could shop the whold world sitting 
in a comfortable chair in your own 
living room by means of mall order 
catalogues and WATS telephone lines, 
whereas In a store you arc limited to 
the merchandise actually on display.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) — Tbinl District 
Court Judge Jay Bahks Monday reiccled a 
defense motions aimed al preventing imposition 
of the death sentence on Joseph Paul Franklin. 

Franklin Is tlic sclf-f roclolmed "white racist", 
convicted of killing two black Joggers In a sniper 
ambush. 

Franklin's defense attorneys asked Banks to 

dismiss the penalty phase of the first-degree 
murder trial on grounds the defendant already 
faces two const.'cutlve life terms in federal prison 
for vlolatlngthc civil rights of the slain blacks.

20, the son of Salt l-ake City's police Chaplin, and 
David Martin, 18, on Aug. 20, 1980.

Franklin, who has described himself as a

DETROIT (UPI) - A senior

Jouppi conceded he may hive "egg 
on my face" when October sales 
figures are reported. Many analysts 
and auto executives expect October to 
be a down month, because of a normal 
slowdown following September rebate 
promotions and the fact many of the 
new 1982 model cars won't even be on 
the road by then.

Court reverses dairy case: 
not exempt from antitrust 



CINCINNATI tUPIl - A federal 
appeals court Monday reversed a 
judge who found Dairymen Inc. In- 
nocent of an attempt to monopolize 
the market for Grade A milk In the 
Southeast. 

Stressing that agricultural coo- 
peratives are not exempt from an- 
titrust' laws, the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals remanded Ihe case lo 
- determine whether -Dairymen's- 
practices were made with unlawful 
anticompetitive Intent. 
—The -government-brought- suit - 
against the milk cooperative on 
grounds several of Its practices were 
designed lo stifle competition. 

Louisville U.S, District Judge 
Charles Allen agreed that some of 
Dairymen's practices were illegal, 
and In January I979 enjoined Uie 
cooperative from requiring milk 
haulers In Indiana and Nashville, 
Tonn.. to haul exclusively with 
Dairymen. 

But Allen ruled the governmenl 
failed to, prove that Dairj-men's 
practices amounted to an attempt to 
monopolize the market for Grade A 



milk, Allen said Ihe government did 
not show Dairymen's practices con- 
stituted "predatory trade" or thatere 
was a '•dangerous probability" a . 
monopoly would result. 

In reversing Allen's ruling, the ap- 
peals court said he placed too much of 
a burden on the government lo prove 
Dairymen's business practices were 
illegal. 

The district court Judge was in- 
structed by the appeals court to de- 
leriiilne -whcUicr-Dalrymen's con- - 
tracts were aimed al suppressing 
competition or were intended lo meet 
legitimate business purposes. 

Federal law gives agricultural coo- 
peratives power lo attain a monopoly 
through the voluntary enrollment of 
Its members, or through a voluntary 
combination with other cooperatives. 
Out "the question of intent la para- 
mount," the appeals court said, 
"An anilcompetillve practice , may 
have economic justification, but ils 
use may be undertaken with unlawful 
Intent' to' achieve an unlawful.goal," 
Ihe judgessald.

Templeton: Tm at peace with myself Jor the first time'

NEW YORK - Everybody has to face Ihe music 
sometime, and for Garry Templeton. that time is this 
Wednesday night. 

That's when he has to go back "home" again. 

The St, Louis Cardinals' extraordinarily talented 

shortstop can't help wondering what it'll be like, what 
"kind of rcccptlon will be^-altlng-forhlm trom the fans ln~ 

St. Louis, who'll be seeing him again for the first time 

since he made an obscene gesture to them nearly a month 

ago. 

"1 know there will be some anxiety and some embar- 
rassment on my part, but I'm not fearful about going back 
home," says Templeton, who was hospltallicd In St. Louis 
17 days for a case of severe depression and who made a 
public apology to the fans and his teammates upon his 
release. 

"I'm at peace with myself and for the first time in my 
life, 1 have o clear head. For the first time, I'm saying and 
thinking the right things. Before that happened," he goes 
on, referring to his Aug. 26 episode with the fans, a scuffle 



that same day with general manager-field manager 
Whiley Henog and an indcflnilo suspension that followed, 
"f was too emotionally tied up in myself. No more, 
though. My head is clear." 

Templeton's problems, ll waB said, all stemmed from 
drugs and alcohol, but he denies that.complctely, 

"It wasn't alcohol and it wasn't drugs," says the Cards' 
switch-hitting 25-year-old, who hit ,319 for them last year, 
has a .307 lifetime average and is in the second year of a 
six-year contract paying him belter ttian roo.ooo annu- 
_a]ly.^^_— . ... 

"I don't know why people automatically thought my 
problems had to do with alcohol and drugs. 1 guess that 
was a natural assumption on ttielr part, but It isn't true. 
Yes, 1 take a drink now and then, but I'm not an alcoholic. 
I'm just a social drinker. And I never had anything lo do 
with drugs. I've seen what drugs can do. 1 grew up around 
too many friends who went down the drain with it, I knew 
If I used drugs, I'd go down the drain, too,"
